Iladam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  pLural  District  of  Tendring 
for  the  year  1966. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  recorded  at  16.2  which 
is  somewhat  below  the  Rational  average  of  1T»7<»  and  the  death 
rate  at  10.0  is  also  below  the  National  rate  of  11. 4  per 
thousand  population.  Deaths  from  lung  cancer  amounted  to  4 
only. 

There  were  but  I38  cases  of  infectious  disease,  the 
decrease  from  last  year  being  due  to  the  relative  absence  of 
measles  during  the  current  period.  Only  tv/o  cases  of  sonnei 
dysentery  were  reported. 

Attendances  at  the  County  Council  Clinics  were  well 
maintained.  317  primary  vaccinations  against  smallpox  were 
carried  out  and  I8  re-vaccinations.  In  addition,  399  combined 
primary  injections  and  712  re-inforcing  injections  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  and  I50  injections  against  tetanus 
were  given.  'The  demand  continued  for  protection  against 
poliomyelitis  and  352  primary  and  429  secondary  oral  doses  were 
administered. 

The  water  supply  from  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks 
Company  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  276.375  million  gallons 
were  supplied  during  the  year  and  increase  of  nearly  44  million 
gallons,  a  substantial  increase  compared  with  previous  years, 
with  the  daily  consumption  up  from  0.634  million  gallons  to 
0.757  million* gallons .  Further  details  are  given  elsewhere  in 

the  report  together  with  the  results  of  bacteriological  and 
chemical  tests. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  with  the  preparation  of 
several  sewage  schemes,  Hov/ever,  delay  is  still  being 
experienced  in  connexion  with  the  Northern  Area  Scheme  providing 
sewering  of  Manningtree,  Mistley,  Lawford,  Ardleigh  and 
Bradfield,  Furthermore,  the  Central  Area  Hap  for  the  re¬ 
development  of  Manningtree  has  not  yet  been  received  from  the 
County  Council,  this  alone  could  result  in  delaying  the 
commencement  of  this  scheme. 
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Mention  is  made  elsewhere  in  the  Report  of  the 
occurrence  of  Brucella  infection  in  a  dairy  herd  on  a  farm  at 
Ramsey.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  power  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  to  apply  a  Pasteurisation  Order 
requiring  that  the  raw  milk  from  such  infected  animals  he  sent 
for  pasteurisation  before  sale  to  the  public ^  but  the  only 
obligation  after  this  is  a  moral  one  for  the  farmer  to  continue 
to  render  his  milk  safe.  Brucellosis  is  a  disease  which  being 
caused  by  an  organism  known  as  Brucella  Abortus  results  in 
abortion  in  cows  and  undulant  fever  in  man  either  by  contagion 
or  by  drinking  unpasteurised  milk.  The  incidence  of  undulant 
fever  is  unlmown  as  the  disease  is  not  generally  notificable 
and  difficult  to  diagnose  being  characteristic  by  intermittent 
or  irregular  fever  of  insidious  onsets  but  some  120  cases  are 
confirmed  each  year.  Reservoirs  of  infection  are  possible 
also  in  sv/ine^  sheep goats  and  horses. 

The  Government  are  now  anxious  to  eradicate  the  disease 
from  dairy  herds  in  this  country  5  as  in  the  case  of 
Tuberculosis.  It  is  estimated  that  2  per  cent  of  dairy  cows 
are  infected 5  with  a  distribution  of  25  per  cent  to  30  per  cent 
of  dairy  herds.  The  scheme  proposed  aims  to  eradicate 
Brucellosis  over  a  period  of  some  years 5  firstly  by  building  up 
a  register  of  Brucella-free  herds  on  a  voluntary  basis  3  and 
secondly  by  a  plan  of  eradication  by  slaughter  of  all  animals 
reacting  to  tests  with  payment  of  compensation.  Vaccination 
of  calves  can  protect  against  the  disease ^  but  makes  it 
difficult  to  diagnose  betv/een  infected  animals  and  vaccinal 
reactors,  so  that  immediate  slaughter  of  all  reactors  would  be 
wasteful  of  natural  resources.  It  is  therefore  necessary  to 
build  up  a  reservoir  of  Brucella-free  animals  to  form  a  nucleus 
of  non-inf ected  herds.  At  the  present  time  the  farmer  can 
dispose  of  his  infected  animals  in  the  market  and  the  disease 
is  not  therefore  under  proper  control.  It  should  be  pointed 
out  that  the  risk  of  infection  to  human  beings  is  minimal  as 
the  bulk  of  milk  supplied  to  the  public  to-day  is  pasteurised. 
People  at  risk  are  mainly  farm,  workers  who  handle  cattle  and 
their  families  who  may  drink  raw  milk. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  mj  gratitude  to 
the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  to  the 
Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  work.

The  Tendring  Hundred  Jaterworks  Company  supply  and 
distribute  all  the  mains  v/ator  in  the  district.  The 
following  information  about  the  Waterworks  Company's  supply 
has  been  given  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Burrows^  Id.I.Mech.S. ,  M.I.H.E., 
the  Chief  Engineer  to  the  Gompanys- 

"Practioally  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
district  was  obtained  from  our  Dedham  Pumping  Station,  with 
some  assistance  from  the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at 
Lawford  during  the  summer  peak  period. 

The  estimated  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  area 
of  the  Tendring  Rural  District,  in  the  12  months  ended  31st 
December  I966,  amounted  to  276.375  million  gallons |  an  average 
dailj'"  consumption  of  0.757  million  gallons. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes 
during  the  year  was  172.725  million  gallons^  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.473  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken 
through  trade  meters  was  IO3.65O  million  gallons 5  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  O.284  million  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade) 
made  in  the  year  in  the  Rural  District,  amounted  to  48O. 

Approximately  22,972  yards  of  new  main  were  laid  in 
the  Tendring  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  district  has  been 
satisfactorily  maintained  both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

Samples  of  raw  water  are  tal:en  monthly^  these  are 
generally  for  chemical  analysis  only. 

The  monthly  samples  at  each  station  are  taken  after 
aeration  and  chlorination  and  for  these  both  the  chemical  and 
bacteriological  results  are  given  in  the  analyses. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  samples  are  also  taken 
bi-monthly  of  all  water  stored  in  the  Company's  reservoirs, 
tanks  and  water  towers.  These  samples  are  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  only. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo-solvent  action. 

At  the  pumping  stations  whore  continuous 
chlorination  is  carried  out,  a  test  of  the  chlorine  residual 
is  made  once  per  shift  (i.o.  every  8  hours)  a  residual  of  0.2 
p.p.m.  of  chlorine  is  maintained.  If  the  chlorine  residual 
falls  below  this  figure  the  water  is  re-tested  and  if  still 


low  the  chlorine  dose  is  raised  to  give  the  required  residual > 
This  happens  very  rarely = 

If  samples  taken  from  storage  show  high  hacterial 
counts,  then  a  repeat  sample  is  taken  and  submitted  to  Dr.  G. 
U.  Houghton  at  the  South  kssex  V7aterv/orks  Company’s  laboratory 
at  Langham  for  presumptive  test,  the  results  of  which  are 
knovm  within  48  hours.  If  the  high  count  is  confirmed  the 
storage  reservoir  etc.  is  taken  out  of  service  v/hile  the 
contents  are  thoroughly  sterilized  with  a  fairly  high  dose  of 
chlorine.  This  is  done  by  injecting  chlorine  at  the  booster 
pump  delivery  and  circulating  the  water  through  the  reservoir 
on  a  closed  circuit.  The  reservoir  is  then  allowed  to  stand 
until  the  chlorine  residual  has  returned  to  normal  and  is  only 
brought  into  service  again  after  another  sample  has  been 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  has  been  proved 
satisfactory. 

The  population  supplied  is  approximately  26,000  and 
there  are  78O  standpipes.”

BRUCELLOSIS 

A  report  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  on 
14th  Junej  19665  under  powers  held  by  the  County  Council; 
indicated  that  a  routine  sample  of  raw  milk  collected  from  a 
dairy  farm  in  the  Parish  of  Ramsey  was  positive  on  Brucella 
Ring  Testing. 

Whilst  it  is  appreciated  that  a  positive  ring  test 
caiinot  be  regarded  as  conclusive  evidence  of  Brucella 
infections,  it  v/as  nevertheless  thought  to  be  desirable,  in 
view  of  the  circimstances,  to  divert  all  milk  produced  on  this 
farm  for  pasteurisation.  The  farm  v/as  at  this  time  supplying 
approximately  60  gallons  of  raw  milk  per  day  to  a  nearby 
holiday  camp.  Follow  up  samples  from  each  cow  indicated  that 
7  cows  were  possibly  excreting  infected  milk  and  a 
Pasteurisation  Order  v/as  applied  to  the  milk  from  those  cov/s. 
One  cow  had  a  history  of  aborting  and  in  this  instance  it  was 
possible  to  isolate  Brucella  organisms  by  culture. 

The  farmer  considered  that  he  would  be  best  rid  of  the 
infected  and  suspect  covers  and  these  v/ere  dried  up  and  sold  off. 
Subsequent  samples  have  since  proved  to  be  negative  on  Brucella 
Ring  Testing.
